Capt. W. R. Bruce, the 
Chief of Police, as soon as he heard the 
noise, hastened to the fire tower, where 
he attempted to sound the alarn:, but 
he was overpowered by four of the 
riasked night riders and compelled to 
desist. The two patrolmen on duty were 
sought — guarded by four of the night 
visitors. 

Two Merchants Fired On. 

Two Russellville merchants—J. R. Mc- 
T.ean, proprietor of a grocery store, and 
J. Henry Mosley, proprietor of a dry 
foods store—did not hurry into their 
homes as fast as the night riders de- 
sired and were fired upon. 

‘Seattering birdshot struck, them, but 
. penetrated the skin only in one or two 
places. Few of the residents made any 
sitempt to get out on the streets. The 
Wako warehouse, formerly known as 
the Lackett Wake warehouse, and a 
branch of the Luckett Wake house at 
Clarksville, Tenn., was totally  de- 
etroyed. It was here that the night 
riders bexan their operations. 

When they had made sure that éthis 
building and contents would be de- 
_Stroyed they rode on to the eastern part 
_©f town, where they dynamited and 
fired tlie factory of the American Snuff 
Uo., of which Fountain Pitts is man- 
ager. 

Flames from the Wake warehouse 
were communicated to the planing mil! 
of Roberts & Brown adjoining, and this 
structure, together with the stock of 
finished lumber in the sheds and the 
yards, was destroyed.

To Choose Site for Pier. 

The east pier of the free bridge will 
be located by the Board of Public 
Improvements Priday afternoon. 
Street Commissioner Travilla, recent- 
ly appointed, at the suggestion of 
Mayor Wells, as supervisor of the 
bridge, will accompany other mem- 
bers of the board to East St. Louis to 
select a site. 

Taking for granted the Govern- 
ment's approval of Chouteau avenue 
as a site for the bridge, the board 
has decided to make as much progress 
toward actual construction ds is pos- 
sible without plans.

Minnesota Executive Could 
Poll 1,000,000 More in 
Two States Alone. 





NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—The New York 
World in an editorial today, says: 

“No Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent can be elected in 1908 unless he 
wins 95 electoral votes from states car- 
ried by Theodore Roosevelt in 1904. 

“Mr. Bryan cannot possibly do it. In 
the present demoralized and disinteg- 
rated condition of the party, perhaps 
no Democrat can do it; but there are 
Democrats who can come neat than 
Mr. Bryan, and one of them is Mohn A. 
Johnsen, Governor or Minnesota. 

“In the two great debatable states of 
New York and New Jersey he would be 
at least 100,000 votes stronger than Mr. 
ryan. 

“No Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent has yet carried Minnesota, but 
Johnson perhaps might. Cleveland lost 
the State in 1884 by 41,000, in 1888 by 338,- 
000, In 1892 by 12.000. Bryan lost it in 1896 
by 53,000, and in 1900 by 77,000. Roose- 
velt’s plurality in 1904 was 161,000, yet out 
of the slough of Democratic despondency 
came John A. Johnson with a plurality 
of 6352, the only straight-out Democratic 
candidate for Governor elected on a 
straight-out Democratic ticket in Minne- 
sota since 1858, the year the State was 
admitted to the union, and Henry H. 
Sibley, a Democrat, was chosen the 
first Governor. 


Republican List Is Long. 

“Only once in all the yong years be- 
tween Sibley and Johnson had there 
been an interruption in the series of Re- 
pubiican victories. In 1898 John Lind. a 
Swedish silver Republican Congress- 
man, was nominated for Govyerner en & 
fusion ticket by the Democrats, Popu- 
lists and silver Republicans. Mr. Lind 
was elected; but two years later, when 
Mr. Bryan was again the Democratic 
candidate for President, Mr, Lind was 
defeated for re-election. and a Repub- 
lican administration resumed possession 
of the State government. 

“John Jonnson’s election in 1904 was 
ro political accident. He proved it in 
1906, when he went before the people 
or. the record of his administration and 
carried the State by 76,000, the largest 
plurality Minnesota cver gave to any 
candidate for Governor on any ticket. 
Johnson had 30,000 more votes than the 
Democrats, Populists and Siiver Repub- 
licans combined gave to Bryan in~1896 
und 56,000 more votes than Bryan re- 
ceived in 1900. 

“In Nebraska, where William J. 
Bryan is best known, he ran only 1000 
ahead ef his ticket in 1900. In Minne- 
sota, where John Johnson-is best known, 
te ran 93,000 ahead of his ticket in 1904, 
polling nearly three times as many 
vetes as Judge Parker.

A broken neck is more dangerous than 

a ‘broken back, according to the diverse 

fates of Robert’ Tidd, who died at the 

City Hospitai from a fracture of the 

fifth cervical vertebra, and of Frank 

Tinturi, whose recovery from a broken 
back is expected by physicians at the 

Deaconess Hospital. 

Tidd fell down a flight of stairs Christ- 
mas eve at his home, 3129 Pine street, 
and alighted on his head. For five days 
afterwards he complained of a “stiff 
neck,’’ which he treated himself with 
hot-water bandages. When the pain be- 
came intolerable, he asked to be taken 
to the City Hospital, where an X-ray 
examination revealed the gravity of his 
injury. 

Put in Plaster Cast. ‘ 

After he had rebelled against an opera- 
tion, the physicians devised a metal 
swing in which his head was supported 
in an upright position. Then they put 
his neck in a plaster cast. He died at 
noon yesterday, shortly after he had de- 
clared his intention of réturning home 
to his hot-water bandages, which he 
thought more efficacious than profes- 
sional treatment. He was 63 years old. 

-Tinturi, who is a miner, injured his 
spine over a week ago in a cave-in in 
mine No. 4, Bush, Ill. His body was 
encased in a plaster cast and he «made 


er. No X-ray examination of his in- 
juries has yet been made.

Mrs. Peck is bright and entertaining. 
She first went to Jefferson City nine 
months ago and began working for her 
husband’s release. She was discouraged 
from the start by Gov. Folk, who ex- 
pressed the belief that two years was 
not too long a sentence for a man guilty 
of the crime to which Peck had pleaded 
guilty. She then began asking aid from 
prominent citizens of St. Louis and 
Kansas City, Peck having formerly re- 
sided in the latter city.

Dr. Young H. Bond Declares Benefit to Human- 


Flexner’s Discovery 
Estimated. 





The new meningitis serum, discovered 
by Dr. Simon Flexner, esident of the 
Rockefeller Institute, and used success- 
fully in treating the case Wednesday at 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, 
Md., has aroused the interest of St. 
Louis physicians. 
The serum was obtained from a horse 
which had been inoculated with a 
quantity of the fluid from the spina] 
canal of a man suffering from the dis- 
ease.

Benefit Is Great. 
Among the St. Louis physicians inter- 
ested in the new treatment is Dr. Young 
H. Bond. He said: 
‘This is right in line with the theories 
outlined by the great Russian bacteri- 
ologist Metchnikoff, one of the most 
intelligent met in the world, in his werk, 
‘Immunity in Infectious Diseases,’ which 
is the-result of 25 years’ research, part 
of the time as an associate of Pasteur. 
The ultimate results of his theories will 
prove colossal and the benefit to hu- 
manity cannot be estimated.” — 
Dr. A. Ravold said: *“‘This method has 
been tried in St. Louis, 1 know. It is 
indorsed by the best men in the country.

Mr. Pierce was said Thursday to be 
one of the stockholders in the Pierce 
Investment Co., which built _the Pierce 
Building. 

His petition for divorce alleges many 


indignities on his wife's part. He was 
not in his office in the Pierce Build- 


_ing when*a_ Post-Dispatch reporter 


cilled there, nor was he at’the address 
given in the directory. His lawyers 
said they were ignorant of his place of 
residence. 

In his petition for divorce Mr. Pierce 
says his wife variously threatened to 
institute legal proceedings for a sepa- 
ration. 

Manicure Set as Missile. 

The second article of his petition 
states that one Christmas he gave her 
@ manicure set for a present and that 
gne scornfully rejected it and asked him 
why he hadn't presented her with some- 
thing worth while, such as jewelry, 
saying she didn’t care for such “‘trash,”’ 
and that she immediately threw it at his 
head and reviled himself and his fam- 
ily. 

-It was in the spring of 1900, he says, 
that he arranged a cabinet in his li- 
brary and placed therein numerous ar- 
ticles used by his ancestors. There 
were, for instance, the prayer book of 
his great-grandmother, his grandfa- 
ther’s watch, his mother’s school books 
and some old cups and saucers. Mr. 
Pierce alleges that his wife dumped 
them all out of the cabinet, saying that 
she wished to use it for other things and 
that what he had stored therein was 
simply trash and had belonged to “‘peo- 
ple of no account.’”’ 

In October, 1888, after he had re- 
turned from a trin to Europe, they were 
walking on the street tozether when 
he happened to remark that. he had 
rever seen any one more beautiful than 
their eldest daughter during his stay 
in Europe, his wife vegan to abuse him 
and told him that he thought of noth- 
ing else than his children and consid- 


ered her a “mere household. drudge.” 


She was in a “terrible temper” and 
attracted so much attention by her 
language that they were compelled to 
go home. 


Told to Mind Own Business. 


Mr. Pierce says in another para- 
graph of his petition that she jeopar- 
dized his life and that of her daughter 
when they were stricken with typhoid 
fever by combatting the treatment or- 
Cered by the doctors and carried out by 
the nurses, and that when he remon- 
strated she told him to mind his own 
business; that. he didn’t “know any- 
thing, anyway.” 

At various times and in the presence 
of members of his own family and of his 
male friends she had called him “sty- 
pid,’’ “fool,” “devil” and “liar,” and 
said she wished she never: had met him 
or had left him as soon after marriage 
as she could. 

Called Dull and Stupid. 


On Oct. 2, 1901, while one of his rela- 
tives was congratulating him on his suc- 
cess in life, she said that she had made 
him what he was in life, and that while 
he was dull and stupid she was intel- 
Jectual and clever. He says that at oth- 
er times she was sarcastic, hateful, 
abusive concerning his father, his, broth- 
ers and sisters, and that sne was con- 
tinuously discourteous foward his guests 
ahd complained when he wanted to go 
walking with his male friends on-Sun- 
days. 

While convalescing from an illness at 
Boar's Head Inn in New Hampshire she 
came upon the veranda one day and 
talked to him in such a manner that he 
“swooned"’ and doctors had to take him 
to his room to recuperate, when she 
“eft the hotel in a-huff without saying 
good-by to him.” .

SELF-DEFENSE IS PLEA 
Slayer Is Freed at Trial by 
Magistrate, but Another 
Is Held.

FAYETTE, Mo., Jan. 3.—Four men, 
whose faces and throats were slashed 
in a free-for-all fight at a country 
dance in Boone’s Lick, nine miles 
north of New Franklin, in this coun- 
ty, are hovering between life and 
death, and preliminary trial of .the 
man charged with wounding them is 
pending the outcome of their injuries. 
George Beard was cut and_e shot to 
death and William Duncan, his slayer, 
was acquitted by Justice Jackson here 
yesterday, on a plea of self-defense. 
‘Ben Dodson, charged with cutting the 
other four, is a prisoner. 

Forty women were terrified wit- 
nesses of the tragedy. 

All the men are farmers near Boone's 
Lick, the historic old place where Daniel 
Boone made salt when Missouri was an 
unbroken wilderness. 


The Wounded, 
SNELL WATERFIELD, face and 
neck cut.

All the men are unmarried. Dodson 
has a wife and several small children. 
The dance at which the fight oc- 
curred was given Christmas eve at the 
home of Hugh Slee, three miles from 
Boone’s Lick. Slee is one of the most 
prosperous farmers in Howard County, 
anu has a large family, including sev- 
eral young daughters, who attended the 
dance. The number present was 75 or 
8, and more than. half were women. 
The majority of men partook freely of 
whisky, and as the evening advanced the. 
dancing in four rooms of the house, to 
the music of violin and . tambourine, 
waxed faster and the hilarity of the 
men waxed Higher. | 


Friends Join tn Fight. 

The cause of the quarrel was not de- 
termined either at the inquest on Christ- 
mas, over Beard’s body, nor at the pre- 
liminary trial of Duncan. The testi- 
mony showed that Dodson became en- 
raged at Beard, who was dancing, and 
struck him. Duncan, a close friend of 
Dodson, left his partner and joined him, 
and Beard rushed at Duncan, slashing 
his left cheek. 
Duncan backed toward a door, with 
Beard in pursuit, and Waterfield tried 
to separate them. Dedsen whipped out 
his knife and stopped Waterfield by cut- 
ting him twice: 
At the door Beard overtook Duncan, 
who drew his revolver and fired once, 
the bullet entering Beard’s heart. Se 
close were the men that Beard’s cloth- 
ing took fire from the powder flash. 
This happened near the ‘door, and 
other men at the dance crowded about 
with flashing knives. Dodson, the tes- 
timony showed, used his effectively. 

Wemen Leap Out of Windows. 
Women in the house fled, many leap- 
ing through windows and taking sashes 
and panes of glass with them. They 
ran through the dark to adjoining farm 
houses and spent the night in terror. 
A telephone message reached Sheriff 
Gibson at Fayette early on Christmas 
and he set out for the scene with Coro- 
ner Miller 

The wounded men, who had remained 
at the house, were sent to their homes, 
and Drs. Gallamore and Drake of 
Boonesboro, nine miles away, were sum- 
moned to attend them. It is necessary 
to feed Sardin and Duran through tubes 
on account of the wounds on _ their 
necks. 

Duncan gave himself up and Dodson 
was arrested at his home. Mrs. Dodson 
was not at the dance.

There can be no apology for graft of apy kind, 
but the worst graft of all is that which gives 
nothing whatever of value in return. It is better 
for a city to pay two prices for well-paved streets 
than to pay two prices for worthless pavement. 

The Tweed ring in its worst days would have 
blushed to swindle New York in the manner in 
which St. Louis has been victimized in the case 
o* bitulithic pavement. f 

Although it was a brand-new pavement to be 
virtually “tried on” St. Louis, bitulithic cost 
vastly more than any other pavement, and in a 
onths proved wholly werthless, 
so that miles of it had to be entirely resurfaced 
or generously patched; and owing to the fact 
that ihe contractors’ maintenance guaranty period 
was cut in half for its special benefit it repre- 
sents something worse than worthless—a heavy 


If it is to be retained it will require continual 
patching in excess of other streets. If it is to 
te torn up to give place to something durable 
(he people will foot the bills. 

It has been a boast of municipal cheats else- 
where that at -least they gave in return some 
value by of substantial public improve- 
ments to the cities which they overcharged. The 
Philadelphia ring has notoriously prided itself 
on the splendid streets it laid. In its arrogance 
of success it went so far as to set up the plea} 
that cities ought to be willing to pay high prices 
for high-class improvements. 

But instead of getting what it bargained for, St. 
Louis has paid two prices for a bitulithic gold- 
brick; it has been looted and laughed at. Each 
new phase of the paving scandal reveals the work 
ii) a cheaper light. The substitution of limestone, 
worth. 90 cents « ton, for crushed granite, worth

to appear. Palpably no chance to cheat by cheap- 
ening the job was overlooked.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 3.—Robert 
Shropshire, the “old Confedcrate negro.” 
sO Well known about the city, and who 
always wore the gray uniform, is dead 

He was born in Nashville, and was 
over 74 years old when he died. He 
became a member of Company A, Fifth 
Texas Cavalry, and was regularly sworn 
in and served as a teamster. He be- 
longed to Maj. John Shropshire, who 
Was killed at the battle of Glorietta, 
near the Texas Ike. He cerved with 
Ben Shropshire, a \)rother of his for- 
mer master, and later went to Holly 
Springs, Miss., where he was w-) nded 
on the head by a piece of a shell. 
After the war hé wWwrked on. stear- 
boats, and afterwards went’ to Cotun:- 
dus, Tex., to live with Mrs. Robert 
He was probably the only 
negro entitled to a pension from the 
Btate, but did not get it, although an 
effort had been made to secure ore fur 
him.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—The nude wom- 
an found dead in the swamp at Harri- 


son, N. J., on Christmas day, wore a red 
dress trimmed with braid.

One hundred houses in New York 
alone make braid and 5000 shops make 
women's suits, but William Ehrliech, a 
designer of the braid, recognized his 
‘pattern on the dead woman's suit. 

His employer carries 16,000 patterns, 
but the records of the house showed 
only four sales of this Ehriech pattern. 

These four purchasers manufactured 
hundreds of dre&8ses on which this braid 
was used, but only ore firm used it on 
a red or wine colcred suit. hat dress 
was numbered ‘‘373.”’ , 

An enlarged photograph of the famous 
‘red jacket, showing the collar, the cuffs, 
the braid, and every detail of the design, 
was shown all of these parties. 

“That is my design,” said William 
Ehriech. ‘I made it two years ago, and 
um positive.’ 

“That is our embroidery,” 
man & Newman, ‘‘and we can positively 
identify it as made for the suits of 
Karp Bros.” 

Maker of Suit Found. 


“We mdde that suit,’’ said Mr. Karp. 
“T recognize it at once as having been 
sold to Oppenheim, Collins & Co. of 
Brooklyn.
